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OUR FRONTISPIECE 
THERESA WEST ELMENDORF 


We are showing our readers this time a 
portrait of the first woman who had the 
honor of being president of the American 
Library Association, and who now, after 
many years of library administration, is 
enjoying a rest from her labors, though still 
keen and abreast the times in her chosen 
field. 

Theresa West was born in Pardeeville, 
Wisconsin, November Ist, 1855, and in 1874 
was graduated from Miss Wheelock’s Semi- 
nary in Milwaukee. She early became 
interested in literature and found her place 
soon in library work. She was deputy 
librarian of the Milwaukee Public Library 
from 1880 to 1892, at which time she was 
made librarian and her energetic adminis- 
tration and executive ability advanced 
greatly the standing of her library not only 
in Milwaukee, but all over the country. 


Under her the esprit de corps of the staff was 
wonderful, and the writer well remembers 
those pleasant gatherings of the assistants, 
to which at times visitors were welcomed. 

But, as has been the case with others in 
the library profession, the annual conference 
of the A. L. A. became the means of intro- 
duction of kindred spirits, and Miss West 
thus met Mr. Henry Livingston Elmendorf, 
then librarian of the public library at St. 
Joseph, Missouri. 

In 1896 they were married, and a successor 
had to be found to direct the library affairs of 
Milwaukee. 

Mr. Elmendorf was soon appointed to take 
charge of the London branch of the Library 
Bureau, and in London the newlyweds made 
many friends. Library work was, however, 
their chosen field and Mr. Elmendorf was 
appointed librarian of the Buffalo Public 
Library, where until 1906, when he died, 
Mrs. Elmendorf found constant joy in help- 
ing him solve the problems of expanding 
that institution into a real public library. 
They worked together, she as the silent 
partner. 

His assistant librarian, Walter L. Brown, 
was made librarian on the death of Mr. 
Elmendorf, and appointed Mrs. Elmendorf 
vice-librarian, a position she filled worthily 
until her retirement in 1926. 

Mrs. Elmendorf was a regular attendant 
at the A. L. A. meetings, joining the Associa- 
tion in 1882 and having now to her credit 
seventeen conferences. She served on com- 
mittees, was editor for the selection of books 
for the original A. L. A. catalog. We find 
contributions by her in Library Journal, Pub- 
lic Libraries, and in magazines outside the 
profession, such as Chautauquan. She served 
as President of the New York Library Asso- 
ciation in 1903-1904, and became President 
of the A. L. A. in 1911-12, presiding at the 
Ottawa meeting of 1912. 

Mrs. Elmendorf compiled a bibliography 
of poetry and poets which was issued as 
part of “The Winged Horse” by Auslander 
and Hill. This year this bibliography, which 
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she modestly calls a ‘‘Reader’s List,’’ has 
been expanded and annotated by including 
appreciative notes gathered from many 
sources, and separately published by the 
American Library Association, under the 
title, “‘Poetry and Poets, a reader’s list 
chosen and arranged by Theresa West 
Elmendorf.” 

Whenever we think back to the days of 
these old time A. L. A. leaders, we feel sorry 
for the present generation of young libra- 
rians who missed the inspiration of such 
co-workers. We are glad here to picture 
one from the front rank. F.W.F 


MAGAZINE NOTES 


China Law Review is a pretentious quarterly coming 
from Shanghai, published by the Comparative Law 
School of China, at $2.00 per year. Such a magazine 
in America would surely be $5.00 or $6.00. It has in 
its October, 1930, issue (vol. 4, no. 6) 58 pages in 
English and about 150 pages in Chinese. By the 
most fortunate variance of English and Chinese 
methods of reading it is possible to hold it like any 
English book and open to the English portion, but it 
is equally in keeping with the Chinese custom to turn 
it over and read from the last page backward till you 
come to where the English part ends, and the back 
cover is where the Chinese would look for the title 
anyway. 

Harlequinade is a new comer in the magazinefield, 
though we seem before to have heard of periodicals 
‘‘where untrammelled criticism within the bounds of 
good taste’ was to be their reason for existence. It 
is monthly, vol. 1, no. 1, April, 1931, edition 600 
copies. It is nearly all devoted to the theatre and 
moving pictures. 

House Beautiful. The “Architects’ Supplement’”’ 
(which looks like February, 1931, of the regular maga- 
zine, because it was issued in the same design cover, 
and called vol. 69, no. 2) is no part of your subscrip- 
tion. It is free to architects, to acquaint them with 
the magazine, and made up of material that has 
already appeared in the regular magazine, mostly as 
advertising matter. 

Journal of Radio Law is a new and substantial look- 
ing quarterly — vol. 1, no. 1, April, 1931. It is edited 
by Northwestern University School of Law and Uni- 
versity of Southern California School of Law, in con- 
nection with The Air Law Institute ($5.00 a year). 
There must be many phases of this new science that 
need legal attention, just as there are in aviation. 
The Journal of Air Law edited and published in the 
same way as the above is a companion quarterly. 

Junior Home will change to a smaller size with 
September, 1931, but in spite of our earnest appeal 
that a new volume be then started, the publishers will 
make vol. 11 run through the year this four small 
numbers will be bound with eight big ones! This is 
the way the publishers let it be known they do not 
care: “We realize that this may prove awkward in 
some cases, but it was of the utmost importance for 
us to make the change at this time, rather than defer 
until the first of the year when the new volume 
begins."’ Their motto is “Education through play.” 
They are surely playing with libraries. 
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Postage and the Mailbag is a hybrid, a crossing of 
Postage with Mailbag, which is, we suppose, sufficient 
excuse for any queer traits that may from time to time 
crop out. May, 1930, vol. 18, no. 5, was 6 x 9 inches; 
June, 1930, vol. 18, no. 6, is 9x 12inches. Try that 
volume on your binder! He may have two sizes of 
employees! 

Texas Weelky and Texas Monthly. When ‘Texas 
Monthly (formerly Bunker’s Monthly) decided to die 
vol. 5 had been completed in five numbers, January, 
February, April, May, and June (nos. 1-5), and vol. 6, 
no. 1, July, 1930, was the end. But its publisher 
had, previous to this time, started Texas Weekly and 
twenty-nine numbers had been issued including Octo- 
ber 4, 1930. Then something happened, the issue of 
October 11 instead of being vol. 1, no. 20, came forth 
as vol. 6, no. 2. Why, don’t you see that is the next 
issue due on the monthly which had died with vol. 6, 
no. 1. A really wonderful way to make the users of 
the monthly see that they were getting their subscrip- 
tion regularly. But the poor Weekly subscribers were 
supposed to be dumb enough not to notice the volume 
number because their paper looked just as had all the 
earlier issues, though vol. 6, no. 2, follows vol. 1, 
no. 19! 

Theosophical Path. October, 1929, was published 
in octavo size (914 x 6% inches), but this is vol. 26, 
no. 10, and begins with page 427. But what a path 
we must follow to arrive at page 427! September, 
1929, vol. 26, no. 9, is 171% x 12 inches, almost news- 
paper size and ends with page 424. Now try to bind 
this volume! ‘“‘No man is perfect; why, then, should 
any member of the Theosophical Society be expected 
to be a paragon of every human virtue’’ (page 447, 
October, 1929). 

United States Daily. This Washington newspaper, 
devoted solely to the activities of our government, 
has so developed its Index that instead of being free 
as formerly, it now costs subscribers $15 in addition to 
the $10 subscription price of the paper. A rag-paper 
edition of the index is $20. 


NEW BOOKS BY LIBRARIANS 


To honor Mr. Dana, one 
of the world’s outstanding librarians, his library, the 
Newark Free Public Library, has issued a book. 

Here we find a tribute by the president of the 
Library board of trustees; a splendid essay on his 
life and library successes, his work in the museum 
field, the establishment by him of the business branch, 
and an intimate account of this many-sided man, 
whose constant aim was to educate the people, to 
make them improve their status by proper use of 
print. The book closes with the funeral service, and 
with excerpts from many letters and press notices. 
A fine portrait as frontispiece brings back that kindly 
yet strong face we loved so well.

Hith- 
erto no good biography of Ward had been written, 
and Mr. Cahill’s story of the Taiping Christianity 
and Rebellion is the best account in existence.

No longer nged even those unacquainted with the Spanish Language be in ignorance of Spanish Literature. 
Already many of its masterpieces have been translated to English, with the number so rapidly increasing as 


to make the problem of selection difficult.

Those interested can choose from it exactly the type of material 
It tries to include examples, when translated, from the foremost writers of Spain and 


the whole of its literary history, but omits works of minor early writers and less important volumes by prolific 


authors. 


Other writers like Breton de los Herreros and Hartzenbusch have been reluctantly left out because 


so far they have not appeared in English garb. When one author is represented by a number of books, the 


most typical work has been starred. 


The arrangement is chronological by authors, and as nearly as possible chronological by works of authors.

Schnitzler, Arthur. 

Rhapsody; a dream novel; tr. by O. P. Schinnerer. 
Simon & Schuster, 1927. 

A novelette of psychoanalysis, the study of sub- 
conscious desires and fears. Schnitzler sees into the 
souls of his characters and depicts their weaknesses for 
us, but he is never sure that in the end these ‘‘weary 
libertines’ will be cured. Their frustration always be- 
comes tragedy. 

Schnitzler, Arthur. 

Theresa; the chronicle of a woman's life. 
Schuster, 1928. 

_ This woman's life proves to be a sordid, drab existence 
in which she is carried through a series of amours, a being 
without initiative or determination of her own. Schnitzler 
shows the awakening of the maternal instinct in her. 
Sudermann, Hermann. 

The mad professor; tr. by I. Leighton & O. P. Schin- 
nerer. Liveright, 1928. 2v. 

While Hauptmann and Thomas Mann have studied 
the secret fastnesses of the German soul, Sudermann has 
watched the changing colors playing upon the surface of 
German life. He is interested in the novel of manners 
and in the ‘‘well-made”’ play, and he is at his best in the 
social history of the period of Bismarck and Wilhelm II. 

Prof. Sieburth, the hero of the story, persents to his 
class Schopenhauer’s analysis that the world consists of 
woman and thought. The end of such a world is futility, 
the withering up of the power to act which consciousness

always brings. This is not ‘‘academic lassitude’’ but 
rather a fine balance between clear independence of 
vision and contempt for the average of mankind. As the 
story progresses, the professor himself becomes less a 
character and more of an embodiment of pessimism and 
protest. As a character study the novel suffers also 
from many philosophical and political discussions, but it 
is an interesting commentary on life in general. There 
is always a profound insight shown into the reasonings 
and rationalizations of mankind. 

Thiess, Frank. 

The gateway of life; tr. by H. T. Lowe-Porter. 
Knopf, 1927. 

The Devil’s shadow; tr. by 
Knopf, 1928. 

Thiess is writing a tetralogy on post-war Germany. 
The first volume which has been translated, the second 
in the series, is The gateway of life. The Devil's shadow 
carries on some of the characters in a sequel. 

The gateway of life is a study of adolescence in a little 
town near the Harz Mountains. The characters for the 
most part are boys from a preparatory school in the town. 
In this novel Thiess uses the ‘‘stream of consciousness”’ 
method to some extent. The hero, Caspar Miiller, is 
a symbol for the new order of things. The younger gener- 
ation does not feel any strong conviction of guilt, they 
have had to establish new values for themselves in a time 
of poverty and profiteering. The story is written with 
freshness and vigor. 


H. T. Lowe-Porter. 
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In The Devil's shadow the scene shifts to Berlin and 
Hamburg. The plot centers around the picaresque ad- 
ventures of Miiller, some of which are rather unreal. The 
effects of the war on German society are strongly in 
evidence. 

Thiess, Frank. 

Interlude; tr. by Caroline Frederick. Knopf, 1929, 

In The gateway of life, Thiess’ approach was a sym- 
pathetic study of adolescence, while in The Devil's 
shadow the emphasis shifted to the satirical and we saw 
the terrible period after the war. In Interlude he has dis- 
pensed with cynicism and deals with the problem of 
marriage in a study of the crises of human behavior, ex- 
Gaining them by the discoveries of the new psychology. 

nruh, Fritz von. 

The way of sacrifice; tr. by 
Knopf, 1928. 

A bitter novel of the war, written by the son of a former 
German general, the Governor of East Prussia. Early 
in 1916 the German General Staff commissioned Unruh 
to write a war story which would stiffen the morale of the 
army. When his manuscript was submitted they ad- 
judged him insane and suppressed his book. He was the 
German Barbusse, in revolt against the horrors of war 
and the follies of the higher authorities. His story is the 
work of an imagination strained beyond the beraking 
point and seeing only the bad side of the conflict. He 
has the bitterness of Dos Passos, and he carries his revolt 
above the battle to the scheme of things which caused it 
all. He could admit not the slightest virtue in the mili- 
tary ideal. His book is the product of war neurosis, 
and he was working too close to the actual events to 
achieve any poise or dramatic synthesis. The chief 
value of his story is as an example of the horror of war.

Private Suhren; the story of a German rifleman; tr. by 
Fred Hall. Harper, 1928. 

The story of the war through the eyes of a German 
rifleman on the Russian front. Wesee the conflict sanely 
and not distorted by fear or prejudice. We learn the 
experiences of a common soldier; a little fighting, a little 
more wine and women; the story is written with humor 
and without bitterness or feelings of revulsion.

This novel was published in Germany in 1908. 

In the preface Wassermann says, ‘‘What solely charmed 
me in the material; the tragedy of the child, the general 
tragedy of the child, or, differently stated, the repeated 
recurrence of an innocent soul, unspotted by the world, 
and how the world stupidly and uncomprehendingly 
ignores such a soul.”’ 

Without this preface we might think the story was a 
pure historical romance, but with it we can understand 
the author’s constant philosophical purpose throughout 
all his work. Richness and pity, the naturalism of life, 
and the projecting of human emotions into titanic beings 
who battle as they do in Dostoyevsky’s novels — all 
these we find in Wassermann. In this story historical 
accuracy is accompanied by the delicate analysis of the 
clumsy way men deal with childhood. 

Wassermann, Jakob. 

Faber; or the lost years; auth. tr. by Harry Hansen. 
Harcourt, 1925. 

The study of a man who has returned from the war, 
tortured by six years of horror and wretchedness. H 
attempts to find a place in a world which has gone to 
pieces. The story is a study of marriage, that one 
refuge where Faber thought he would be secure in an 
unstable world. The philosophy of marriage is examined 
with care and profound understanding. 

Wassermann, Jakob. 

Gold; auth. tr. by Louis C. Willcox. Harcourt, 1924. 

Ulrika Woytich, the heroine, becomes a symbol of evil 
destiny, and everyone with whom she is intimate becomes 
a puppet for her to manage. Gold is the story of the 
madness for possession, and greed is portrayed in all its 
manifestations. In the Goose Man, Wassermann shows 
the evil that can come from another kind of power. He 
hates the will to power in any form and loves the virtues

of endurance and brotherly love. With fierce intensity 
of purpose and with great power to create characters 
and situations he is to be compared with Tolstoy. His 
energy is like that of a mountain torrent.

The story of a musician who tries at first to use life and 
men as a means toward his own advancement. His self- 
absorption and the meanness of the world about him 
bring misery to all with whom he is connected. Then all 
at once all the manuscripts of these years of hard toil are 
destroyed. He is absorbed into life, he lives in expiation 
for the years in which he had not lived for others, and 
finds that the unity of life consists in treating human 
beings not as means but as ends in themselves.

Oberlin’s three stages; tr. by A. W. Porterfield. Har- 
court, 1926. 

This is the second volume of a series Wassermann has 
entitled ‘‘The turning point.” 

The first book contains a number of short stories intro- 
duced by ‘‘The unknown guest.’"” This unknown guest 
is Christian Wahnschaffe, a character in the world’s 
illusion. Christian relates his adventures to a listless, 
discouraged, middle-aged poet. He has been in America 
and China, he has wandered among many classes of 
people. He gathers all these incidents and fuses them 
by the power of his mystic vision of the kinship of all 
peoples. 

These stories might be compared to the old ‘‘terror 
school’’ of novelists in England: Walpole, Radcliffe, and 
Beckford, except that Wassermann deals with his own 
age while they write of the past. Wassermann gives 
us a realistic picture of horror with a psychological back- 
ground. Some of his people appear more like psycho- 
pathic cases than characters. 

In this volume there are two short stories and a longer 
one. Oberlin’s three stages is the most important. It 
deals with the adolscence of a German student, through 
the different steps of his development up to the time 
when he experiences complete love. Wassermann, like 
Sherwood Anderson, understands the man who is always 
groping toward expression. 


Wassermann, Jakob. 

Triumph of youth; tr. by O. P. Schinnerer. Boni & 
Liveright, 1927. 

Wassermann uses the novel for the purpose of exam- 
ining human instutions. In The triumph of youth he 
describes the superstitions connected with the Inquisi- 
tion in Germany during the Thirty Years War, and, as in 
Caspar Hauser, the protagonist is an innocent boy who is 
roughly and ignorantly handled by his sadistic elders. 


Wassermann, Jakob. 

Wedlock; tr. by Rudwig Lewisohn. Knopf, 1926. 

A study of the restlessness within the mind of a pros- 
perous, intellectual, well-known lawyer. He is secretly 
weary of his position in life and his business, and in his 
mood of detachment falls in love with a beautiful young 
actress. He finally realizes what he is doing and brings 
himself back to sanity. 

The novel is really concerned with marriage and di- 
vorce. The lawyer sees one divorce case after another in 
his daily work and then experiences some of the same feel- 
ings in his own life.

World’s ends; tr. by Lewis Galantiere. 
right. 1927. 

A collection of five long short stories. Four deal with 
the subject of influences, with strained human relation- 
ships. The names of the characters indicate a Russian 
spirit pervading the book. Like Dostoyevsky, “‘he shows 
the same crowding of people and events to achieve a three- 
dimensional chaos; the same penchant for abnormal 
psychology, viewed without surprize; the same journalis- 
tic approach, broadening out into dramatic scenes. Like 
the Russians, his stories lack that hyperunity to which 
our magazine public has been trained. They are torn 
from the fabric of life with loose threads left hanging." 
(New republic 54: 78 Feb. 29, 1928.)

The world’s illusion; tr. by Ludwig Lewisohn. 
court, 1921. 

Within a profusion of details of present day life, the 
story centers around the development of Christian Wahn- 
schaffe, the son of a great German steel baron. Christian 
is a modern St. Francis of Assisi; he escapes from his 
wealthy environment, his sympathy for human beings 
is awakened, and through his varied experiences he comes 
to the realization that what really matters is the oneness 
of all peoples, and that their interests are the only inter- 
ests of prime importance. 

“Jean Christophe’ and ‘‘War and peace”’ are realistic 
conceptions of the search for truth and justice, while ‘‘The 
world’s illusion’’ is romance based on wide information 
concerning reality. 

Werfel, Franz 

The man who conquered death; tr. by C. P. Fadiman 
and W. A. Drake. Simon & Schuster, 1927. 

A study of dissolution, a day-by-day account of the 
progress of disease in a worn-out old man stricken with 
pneumonia. The surroundings are sordid and the end is 
hideous, but to the inner eye of the reader there comes a 
vision of beauty, and to his mind a feeling of tragic pity.

Verdi; a novel of the opera; tr. by Helen Jessiman. 
Simon & Schuster, 1925. 

A story life of Verdi which covers only the period when 
the tired old man visited Venice in 1883. It is a psycho- 
logical portrait of the composer at a time when he was in 
despair over his waning creative energy. Werfel has 
tried to combine the poetical with the historical, the 
fictitious with the real, and he has not succeeded in 
synthesizing a character. As a critical analysis, both 
musical and biographical, it is good, but it fails as dra- 
matic biography where Maurois’ ‘‘Ariel’’ and Klebund’s 
‘Peter the Czar’’ succeeded.

On the surface this story by an Austrian novelist seems

Case of Sergeant Grisha; tr. by Eric Sutton. Viking 
Press, 1928. 

A great novel because of the skill of the author in 
handling dramatic narrative and in his power to create 
lasting pictures of characters and surroundings from a 
mass of details. This story of the Western Front pro- 
gresses slowly, gathering momentum unswervingly, ironi- 
cally, until at last it rises to a great height with over- 
whelming force, irony, protest, and pathos over human 
fate. It is the greatest war novel which has come out of 
Germany. 

‘‘Arnold Zweig is the first to throw into definitely 
recognizable form all that he has seen and felt in war. 
The first to write a war novel in the grand style.’’ — Lion

His stories are in the 
romantic mood, a ‘‘compound of gayety and elegance, of 
ethical earnestness, of passive and pervasive sweetness, 
of Viennese esprit and Bavarian gemiithlichkeit.’’ He is 
a devout follower of Romain Rolland, and writes with 
broad humanity and great sympathy, His themes are 
daring and are developed with scientific detachment and 
sometimes with sardonic humor. He is often diffuse and 
verbose. He delights in seeing life dangerously like a 
Poe or a Maupassant, but he cannot quite attain their 
crystal clarity of expression or economy of words.
